Senator Blaine'a ten e, vigorous letter, 
printed yesterday in all the newspapers of 
tho country, is a strong expression of dis­ 
sent from the Bonthern policy of tho Presi­ 
dent. 
He declares his “ profoundcst sym­ 
pathy" in Cham berlain’s “ horoio struggle" 
' in South Carolina “ íorcivil liberty snd con- 
•stitutional governm ent." This condemns 
Priwident 
Hayes without 
naming 
him. 
Against 
whom 
did 
Mr. 
Chamberlain 
maintain 
his 
“ heroic 
struggle" 
for 
civil liberty and con.stitutioual govern­ 
ment? Why, against the President. 
Mr. 
Blaine’s warm eulogy of Chamberlain car­ 
ries, therefore, a strong implied censure of 
President Hayes. 
Senator Blaine espouses 
the cause of Packard with equal emphasis. 
“I am sure," he says, in his strenuous way. 
“that G-ovemor Packard feels that my heart 
and judgm ent are both with him in the con­ 
test he is still waging against great odds for 
the Ckivernorship thot he holds by a title as 
valid as that which seated Rutherford B. 
Hayes in the Presidential chair.” 
It is the 
ovideut purpose of this declaration to abet 
and encourage Packard in re.sisting the pol­ 
icy of the President. 
It foreshadows the at- 
titude of Mr. Blaine in the approaching 
extra session and his intention to lead the 
republican opposition to tho Southern policy 
of the adm inistration. 
In tho fiery, aggressive speech delivered 
by Mr. Blaine in the Senate, on the <’>tb of 
March, ho affected to disbelieve and as- 
snmed to deny that tho President enter- 


j tained the policy which had been attributed 
to him, and proceeded to comment on it in 
a strain of m ingled scorn and defiance. 
He thrust his keenest weapons of invective 
into tho sides of the President under the 
pretence oí assailing a false and dishonor­ 
ing rumor that had been circulated “ here 
and there in the oorridors of the Capitol, 
around and about in by places and high 
places, that some arrangement had been made 
by which Packard was not to bo recognized 
and supported.” Mr. Blaine scouted tho pos­ 
sibility that tho President would fail to stand 
by Packard. 
“ I deny i t !" he im petuously 
exclaimed. “I deny it without being author­ 
ized to speak for the adm inistration that 
now exists ; but I deny it on tho simple 
broad ground that it is an im possibility that 
the 
adm inistration 
of President Hayes 
could do it. 
I deny it on tho broad ground 
that President Hayes possesses character, 
common sense, self-respect, patriotism, all 
of which ho bus in high measure and in 
eminent tlegree. I deny it on all the grounds 
that can influence human action ; on all the 
grounds on which men can be held to per­ 
sonal and political and official responsibil­ 
ity. 
I deny it for him, and I shall find my­ 
self grievously disappointed, wounded and 
humiliated if my denial is not vindicated in 
tbe policy of the administratioo. 
But 
whether it be vindicated or whether it be 
not, I care n o t 
It is not the duty of a Sen­ 
ator to inquire what the policy of an adm in­ 
istration may be, but what it ought to be, 
and 1 hope a republican Senate will say that 
on this point there shall be no authority in 
this land 
large 
enough or adventurous 
enough to compromise tho honor of the 
national adm inistration, or tho good name 
of tho great republican party that called that 
adm inistration into existence.” 
It was thought that Mr. Blaine softened 
toward the President w ithin a week or two 
after making that bold speech, but his letter 
shows that ho stands by his guns. 
He has 
evidently made up his m ind to give the 
Southern policy of the adm inistration an 
overhauling in his most pungent stylo at 
the cxtro session. 
If his assault should call 
out Senator Conkling in reply there will be 
an exhibition of orgument, eloquence and 
sarcasm the like of w hich has not been 
witnessed in our time. 
Both Conkling 
and Blaine have grown immensely in 
intellectual 
stature 
since 
their 
mem­ 
orable thrusts and counter-thrusts in tho 
House of Representatives which severed 
all intercourse between them many years 
ago. 
They are now to meet in a new arena, 
with a great increase of reputation and in­ 
fluence on both sides ; and if they come into 
conflict on tbe Southern policy of tbe Presi­ 
dent there w ill be a battle of giants. 
Both 
have great resources and a great command 
of them ; but we believe that tho victory of 
Mr. Conkling will be as signal and resplen­ 
dent as was that of W ebster over Ilayne. 
Mr. Blaine, who treated the republican 
nominee for President as a nobody in the 
canvass, and conducted it in a manner which 
not merely ignored, b u t repudiated his 
letter of acceptance, is chagrined at finding 
that Mr. Hayes holds 
him self sacredly 
bound by tho pledges which Mr. Blaine did 
not regard os rising even to tho level of 
passable electioneering claptrap. 
Mr. Hayes 
does not turn out to be the plastic figure­ 
head, tho mere man of putty, which Mr. 
Blaine thought him to bo when he impressed 
his own strong personality on the can­ 
vass and supplanted tho letter of acceptance 
with the bloody sh irt 
.Senator Blniu»- can­ 
not complain that Mr. Hayes has deceived 
his party or been false to it; Mr. Blaine de­ 
ceived him self by underrating his h u c c c sk- 


j fill ccmpetitor lor tbe republican nomina­ 
tion. 
Kven if .Mr. Hayes were bound by no 
pledges his ])olicy would bo equally wise 
and necessary. 
Had (l-jiieral irrniit re­ 
mained in office wp know from his own lips 
that he would have fcU cunntrained to adopt 
a similar course. 
Even if Mr. Blaine 
ha»l been elected bo w ould have been 
compelled 
by 
the 
irresistible 
logic 
of rvents to 
disconfinne 
the military 
¡nterference. 
Ho 
m ight 
Imvo 
started 
with the old policy, but he wonld have been 
coiiip»-lled to abandon it w ithin a few 
mouths by lack of troops to carry it out. 
Tho decisive cdement in this controversy is 
the fact that the House of Representatives is 
democratic and will inflexibly refuse to 
pass the .\riiiy Appropriation hill so long as 
tlw re is any doubt of tho withdrawal of the 
tr»>opH. 
What wonUl Mr. Blaine have the 
I ’resident do? Ought he to stultify himself 
by making prom isos to I’ackard which every 
intelli,:,eiit man knows he would liave no 
jKiwcr to fulfil?

Tho United States M arshal and the Dis­ 
trict -Yttomey of Utah are in groot tronido 
at present.

The bill to secure bettor public adm inis­ 
tration in the local government of New 
York was ordered to a third reading in tho 
Senate yesterday, after the adoption of a 
few desirable amendments and tho defeat 
of numerous others offered by the Tammany 
Senators for the purpose of embarrassing 
and jeopardizing the measure. 
The Board 
of Sinking F und Commissioners was made 
to consist of the Mayor, tho Comptroller, 
the Commissioner of Public Works and two 
citizens to be appointed by the Mayor, with 
the approval of the Recorder and City 
Judge. 
A clause was inserted prohibiting 
the appointm ent of any city eraployé os 
referee or receiver; 
which meets and 
removes 
a 
very 
flagrant abuse. 
The 
Board of Aldermen 
was 
empowered to 
elect a president of that body for an un­ 
expired term in case of a vacancy in that 
office. 
The 
provision 
for tho addition 
of two citizens to tho Board of Estimate 
and Apportionm ent 
was 
stricken 
out. 
Among 
tho aniendmentB proposed and 
defeated was one which sought to strike 
out tho provision for the ehction of a 
Comptroller in tbe spring okctiou, so as to 
keep tho pres' nt Comptroller in office. 
Mr. 
Morrissey met the amendment with the 
argum ent that if the peojile desired to 
retain Comptroller Kelly they would elect 
him, and with tho party machinery wholly 
in his hands be could of course insure bis 
own nomination. 
If the bill as amended passes the Senate, 
of which there is little ilonht, it will be 
returned to the Honno frtr concurrence in 
tho nmendmoats. 
Should tho Assembly 
concur it will need ohly the Governor's 
signature to make it a law. Wc believe that 
it will give us a much safer, more efflcient 
and more economical city poverninent than 
wo now haVe. 
Tho constitutional amend­ 
ments relating to municipal governments 
cannot at 
the best go 
into 
operation 
for 
two 
years, 
or 
until 
tho 
spring 
of 187!>, and there can he no good reason 
why we should not improve tlic adininistra- 
tion »if our local governiu»-iit and protect 
the taxpayers in the interim . 
But the pres­ 
ent bill will bring our municipal system 
nearer than it now is to that proposed by 
the 
constitutional 
amenilmerits 
recom­ 
mended by the m unicipal coMuiission, and 
hence will serve as a stopping stone, ns it 
wore, to tho more complete and iiernianfnt 
plan. 
It is to he hopial, therefor»-, that tho 
Senate nniendmcnfs will be concurred in 
by the House, ami that tho hill will bo suf­ 
fered to become a low.

The oharming story told in our Paris 
despatch giving some details of the pro­ 
fessional meetings of an American painter 
with tbe great architect of the German Em­ 
pire, Prince Bismarck, will be found of pecu­ 
liar interest at this moment when tbe builder 
in “blood and iron” has shaken, for a time 
at least, tho dust of office from his feet. 
The confidences of the busy moments before 
tbe easel or the plastic cloy are among the 
rare privileges of the artist, and in giving 
ns such glimpses of the home life of the 
great statesman os he could not put on the 
canvas Mr. Hcaly has confined himself to 
such only as would not be im proper in an 
honored 
guest. 
By 
the lij/ht 
of 
the 
artist’s story we can see how heavy the 
yoke was whieh Prince Bismarck b o re; 
how such a life of incessant toil was met 
by the reserve force of a magniflcont phy­ 
sique, and what strong grounds tho wear 
and tear of such watchful days and sleepless 
nights would give to the great ChanceU 
lor’s demand for a release whenever he 
chose to lay bis labors by. 
There is a pecu­ 
liar fascination in reading of the home life 
of great men ; for in a subtle way it comforts 
mediocre hum anity to find that the demigods 
of thought and action have their feet in the 
cloy of social habits and their thoughts at 
times in the domestic lines which common 
mortals seldom associate with the idea of 
greatness. 
The sittings in the wing of the palace, with 
the Prince as firm in his position of Chan­ 
cellor of the German Em pire as the lines of 
the face on the canvas before him, forms for 
the moment a startling contrast to the pic­ 
ture of the Em pire w ithout Bismarck. 
Yet 
to-day he is out of his place, out of harness, 
away from the obligations of great duties and 
the pride of great ambitions, on “leave of 
absence” till August—a leave likely to prove 
indefinite at last. 
Precisely what the phrase 
leave of absence means in his case is not 
yet known. 
U ntil the time when we shall 
become acquainteil with the whole story, of 
which tho few facts known are the surface 
indications, there will be room for doubt 
xrhcther Bismarck left or was p u t out. 
In 
one sense, of course, he le ft 
That is to say, 
nobody exacted his office of him. But there 
may have been in the highest quarters such 
an abandonm ent of him, such a connivance 
with his opponents, such a consent to poli­ 
cies opposed to his, that self-defence and 
self-assertion could assume no other form 
than the surrender of his office. 
Men of his 
nature do not brood morbidly over small 
discontents. 
They do not magnify little in­ 
dignities in a peevish spirit of personal 
pique. 
Therefore they do not leave great 
place until sure th at the power which sus­ 
tained them there is no longer in sympathy 
with their purjioses, and then they do not 
stay to be told that they are not wanted. 
How will it be with the Prussian precedency 
and xrith the new German Em pire without 
this towering, dom inant, capable spirit? 
Bismarck did not create tbe political condi­ 
tion of Germany, because no man can bo 
said to create that which is a result of nat­ 
ural causes ; but he is the only man known 
to his generation who could have taken the 
advantage ho did take of tho facts that in 
their oolncidcnc* rendered possible the or­ 
ganization of a new German Em pire and 
gave Germany that pre-em inence in Enrope 
which is the jnst oonsoqnence of the posses­ 
sion of the greatest people and the greatest 
opportunities. 
W ithout this one man Ger­ 
many would be now what she was twenty 
years 
ago, 
and between 
the 
Germany 
of ^twenty 
years 
ago 
and 
the 
Ger­ 
many 
of 
to-day 
there 
is 
as 
m nch 
difference as 
between Mexico and the 
United States. 
B ut tho world of common­ 
place men, whether they be princes or ward 
politicians, revolts against the notion that 
any particular person is “ indispensable,” 
and this is felt in Germany as everywhere 
else. 
Bismarck will not be indispensable, 
because they will get on w ithout him. 
But 
for the judgm ent os to whether any man is 
“indispensable” it is not only necessary to 
know that they w ill get on, b u t how they 
will get on. 
Emperors, kings and persona 
of that order seem sometimes to take a pleas­ 
ure in the slight they pnt upon gcnins 
when they fill its place with a pigmy and 
seem to say that one is as good as the other. 
But tho history of States that go successfully 
throngh

If great fires or small are frequently due 
to simple causes it is also true that all snch 
conflagrations can be prevented by equally 
simple precautions. 
We have only to ob­ 
serve how fires generally originate in order 
to take tbe proper measures for gnarding 
against 
them. 
Woodwork 
unprotected 
enters too largely 
into 
the 
construc­ 
tion 
of our public and private build­ 
ings. 
It furnishes 
ready food for tbe 
flames. 
Then woodwork should not be 
used so much and should 
be guarded 
by masonry or some non-oonductor of flame. 
Wooden stairoases become mere death traps 
during fires. 
Prom their structure they 
readily bum and carry the flames rapidly* 
from the basement to the top of a build­ 
ing. 
Then we must modify onr stair 
building and use iron more extensively. 
Elevators and dumb waiters become fire 
flues of 
the 
most 
dangerous 
kind. 
They 
should be fitted with sliding or 
folding horizontal doors on each floor, so as 
to cut off tho draught at the first alarm of 
fire. Largo buildings, 
such as hotels, 
shonld have coils of knotted rope long 
enough to reach 
the ground ready at 
each window that does not open on a regu­ 
lar lire escape ladder. 
Those can be nsed 
very quickly by tho inmates who are cut ofl 
from any other moans of egress. 
All large 
buildings, 
such 
as 
theatres, 
hotels, 
factories and 
warehouses, 
where many 
people assemble or are engaged, should 
bo 
divided into sections by 
fireproof 
walls fitted with iron doors. 
By these 
means tho fire can be confined to the 
section in which it breaks out and the gen­ 
eral danger lessened. 
No storage of inflam­ 
mable materials should bo perm itted in any 
but vaulted basements with iron doors. 
Matches that ignite by friction on ordinary 
surfaces should not be used. 
Thus, looking 
over tho long list of causes of fire, we find 
that they suggest preventives, which, if we 
only adopt them, will reduce the chances 
of danger from the probable to the possible.

SUICIDE OF AN AMERICAN STUDENT. 
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L o ndon, April 13, 1877. 
Delusive aro the hopes of peace. However well 
one great inetropoUtan Journal may assume aa , 
attitude ol calmness. Its expressions are not from 
the heart ol tho man who wrote Its “leader.'* 
Whether Europe Is to have a gigantic war Inaugu- 
rateil within Its borders In a week, or whether 
this calamity 
may 
be 
again briefly ilelayert 
m atters very little. A few weeks or months 
in the history of a European nation writh­ 
ing 
under 
the 
galling 
goad 
of 
revenga 
are to be borne with a show of patience If the final 
meeting is certain. And Fate now decrees that 
war must come. Diplomacy may Intervene, may 
check the flood, but every moment that tho torrent 
is hcW buck it gathers within It more elements of 
dire destruction when the flnal moment cornea. 
Like the monk hurle»! by Quasimodo from tbe 
tower of Notre Dame, the'Pow ers of Western En. 
rope cling to diplomacy In grim terror, knowing full 
well that they must eventually lot go and fall—some 
shudder to think where. New maps will have to be 
made alter such a war. Old allies will sunder their 
bonds to seek new coadjutors. Ministries will go 
by the board, old statesmen will be crowded aside 
by younger men. Anarchy will succeed the tempcr- 
at# rulershlp of past years in one nation, and 
peace will bo lound by poor crushed provinces that 
have never known a day of quiet. The results will 
be of world-wldo reach. Tliereforc It is not sur­ 
prising that Europe world stands aghast. 
WHY HAS TUaXKV UKl'l’SKD? 
Tbe proposal made by ltus.sla to the Powers after 
the signature of the protocol regarding the mode of 
proceeding In Constantinople leaves little doubt 
that she Is disposed to look at Its stipnlations, it 
not quite in the Ught of an ultlmatnm, at least as a 
last effort at conciliation. 
That proposal consisted 
of a demand for a flxed time to bo given to tho 
Porte within which it must answer, and that 11 bo 
asked directly to accept the protocol and send Im­ 
mediately an envoy to St. Petersburg. Tho Power* 
did not share Uussla’s views in this respect, wish­ 
ing to glvo their diplomatic procedure the mildest 
form 
by avoiding collective action 
and 
de­ 
ciding to havo tho protocol presented by tbo 
representatives at Constantinople singly. Thoogli 
first disposed to raise 
dlfllcnltlea, Russia ul- 
umatoly acquiesced 
and 
seemed to abandon 
the Idea of fixing tho Porto to a definite tcnn, bul 
on Friday or Saturday last tho Russian Ohargi 
d’Afllolrcs, in endeavoring to Induce tho Porte tq 
yield, mciiüouod April 13 os tho term beyond whlcB 
Russia could not wait lor an answer. Curiously 
enongh, the French and Italian Charges d’Atfalres 
also mentioned this as the date on which Tnrkey 
ought to give an answer, while the others gave gen­ 
eral advice not to delay too long. But It Is mora 
curious,

Thoreloro further In- 
formation Is necessary to explain this sadden 
momentous change shown by Turkey’s direct re­ 
fusal of the protocol.
